The arrival of Cecil Khodes, ex- 


Premier of Cape Colony, in London to 
be present at the Parliamentary in- 
vestigation of the part played by him 
iu the Transvaal raid of 1895-96 revives 
interest in an international episode 
that one time seemed likely to result in 
an European war.

IS JHANNA TO UK REWARDED ? 


MarkHanna, who collected from.the 


trusts, monopolists and money kings 
of the United States and Europe about 
$16,000,000 for the purpose of fastening 
the single gold standard on the United 
States by corrupt means, prefers a seat 
in the United States Senate to a placo 
in President McKinley's Cabinet. The 
great political manipulator could have 
his choice of departmental portfolios, 
but the duties are too onerous, and he 
desires a seat in the Senate, which he 
can occupy and look wise, or from 
which he can absent himself and not 
be missed. The scheme to gratify the 
ambition of Mr. Hanna has met the 
approval of Senator Sherman, who is 
to resign his place in the Senate to ac- 
cept a place in the Cabinet.

It is given out that Governor 
Bushnell and Senator Foraker are op- 
posed to the appointment of Mr. Eanna 
aa Senator. He has too much influence 
with the President-elect to suit them, 
and unless there is a clear and distinct 
understanding that there shall be an 
equitable distribution of the spoils it 
is not probable that MarcusV. Hanna 
will succeed John Sherman as Senator 
from Ohio, though as a reward for his 
abilityvin manipulating elections he 
can have his choice of Cabinet posi- 
tions.
